O business  can  have  the  consistent  yearly  growth  that  we  are 
experiencing  unless  it  is  retaining  its  old  trade — and  old  custom- 
ers are  not  retained  unless  they  are  being  pleased.

Bulb  Demand  Constantly  Increasing 

In  the  bulletin  issued  annually  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  a list  of 
bulb  importations  for  the  preceding  season  is  shown,  and  in  comparing  these 
reports  for  the  past  few  years,  we  get  an  idea  of  how  many  more  bulbs  are 
being  used  each  year  in  this  country.  This  is  not  surprising  for  we  are  sure 
that  bulb  stocks  produce  a surer  flower  crop  than  any  other  means  of  produc- 
tion. We  are  also  sure  that  enormous  possibilities  still  exist  for  the  expansion 
of  sales  and  each  of  our  customers  can  help  in  making  bulb  stocks  better 
known  with  the  assurance  that  they  are  recommending  something  that  wall  in 
turn  please  their  buyers. 


Bulb  Prices  Are  Again  Lower 

In  spite  of  this  increasing  demand  the  supplies  of  practically  all  items  are  becom- 
ing greater  and  as  a result,  prices  are  more  reasonable.  Generally  speaking,  this  condi- 
tion applies  to  all  of  the  stocks  we  list  with  the  exception  of  Hyacinths  and  we  can 
expect  no  relief  on  this  item  for  a year  or  two. 


Deliveries 

By  far  the  larger  part  of  our  business  is  made  up  of  orders  booked  in  advance  of  the 
shipping  season  by  our  travelling  men,  but  we  will  have  in  stock  at  our  New  York  warehouse 
liberal  supplies  of  all  the  stocks  shown  in  this  catalogue  for  prompt  shipment  as  the  various 
items  are  ready.  We  advise  early  orders  as  we  are  not  in  a position  to  replenish  our  supplies 
throughout  the  season. 


Cultural  Suggestions 

While  we  have  always  been  ready  to  aid  our  customers  by 
offering  growing  instructions  on  items  they  are  not  familiar 
with,  it  has  occurred  to  us  that  a general  expression  from  some 
of  the  larger  and  well  known  bulb  forcers  around  New  York 
would  be  welcome  to  our  trade  and  we  now  include  this  as  a 
new  feature.  Please  bear  in  mind,  however,  that  these  condi- 
tions apply  especially  to  the  New  York  market  and  will  vary 
with  other  sections. 


Introduction  of  Novelties 

We  have  assumed  a prominent  part  in  the  introduction  of 
meritorious  novelties  and  valuable  varieties  to  the  trade.  In 
doing  this  we  have  not  attempted  to  foster  those  kinds  of  which 
we  happen  to  have  large  stocks.  Instead  we  have  made  thor- 
ough tests  and  have  reserved  our  decision  until  we  were  con- 
vinced that  the  newer  kind  had  an  advantage  either  in  size, 
color,  form  or  flowering  period  over  one  already  in  commerce. 


LIBERAL  TERMS  TO  RESPONSIBLE  PARTIES 


(We  have  revised  the  text  of  our  terms  and  ask  all  cus- 
tomers, both  old  and  new,  to  read  it) : — 

Our  regular  terms  of  sale  are  as  follows:  5%  off  for  cash 
with  order,  2%  off  for  cash  within  10  days:  final  payment  to  be 
made  within  60  days.  These  terms  still  apply  in  all  sales  to 
customers  who  in  turn  resell  the  bulbs. 

To  the  grower  and  florist,  however,  we  have  inaugurated 
the  “GROWERS’  TERMS”  of  sale.  They  are  as  follows: 
invoices  for  bulbs  are  payable  from  responsible  florists  and 
growers  10  days  after  the  normal  flowering  period  of  the  par- 
ticular bulbs  sold,  with  final  payment  on  late  bulbs  due  10  days 
after  Easter.  We,  in  this  way,  endeavor  to  assist  the  florist 
and  grower  during  the  period  that  the  stocks  are  in  growth. 


WHAT  WE  GUARANTEE.  We  guarantee  that  all 
bulbs  leave  our  farms  and  warehouses  in  good  condition, 
packed  in  boxes  or  packages  substantially  secure  and  sufficient- 
ly strong  to  insure  delivery  in  good  condition  with  reasonable 
handling.  The  risk  of  transportation  is  one  which  the  cus- 
tomer must  absorb. 

WHAT  WE  DO  NOT  GUARANTEE.  We  give  no  war- 
ranty, expressed  or  implied,  as  to  description,  quality,  pro- 
ductiveness or  any  other  matter  of  an)'  seeds,  bulbs  or  plants 
we  send  out,  nor  will  we  be  in  any  way  responsible  for  the 
crop.  If  the  customer  does  not  accept  the  bulbs,  roots  or  seeds 
under  these  conditions,  they  must  at  once  be  returned  to  us 
and  any  money  paid  will  be  promptly  refunded.

TULIP  KEIZERSKROON  The  pots  should  be  just  large  enough  to  allow  1 inch  or  \/  inch  of  soil  around  the  clump. 

I use  4/Sths  good  ‘top  sod  loam’  and  1 / 5th  ‘sand.’  I water  sparingly  until  new  roots  have 
formed,  then  copiously  and  often.  Spiraeas  like  plenty  of  water  if  good  drainage  is  assured.  Temperature  48  to  52  degrees.

1 Bulb,  3 Flowers.) 


“My  favorite  earliest  Darwin  tulip  is  ‘Le  Notre.’  It 
always  comes  good  and  it  is  easily  one  of  the  best  early  pink 
Darwins.  Others  that  make  excellent  pans  are  ‘Copeland’ 
(mauve)  ‘Bartigon’  (a  splendid  red),  ‘William  Pitt’  (glowing 
scarlet)  and  ‘Princess  Elizabeth’  (a  charming  rosy  pink).  I 
usually  look  for  my  first  Darwin  blooms  about  January  20th. 
I like  to  get  them  rooted  early  in  a soil  consisting  of  a good 
top  soil  loam  and  sand  to  which  I add  one  quarter  of  well 
rotted  manure.  Early  rooting  and  gentle  forcing  at  about  50° 
to  52°  generally  assures  a uniform  crop.  A little  liquid  sheep 
manure  is  helpful  after  flower  buds  are  up. 

“By  the  way,  I like  ‘Centenaire’  for  a late  bloomer.  You 
might  mention  that. 


DARWIN  TULIP  “BARTIGON” 


“Early  Tulips  get  about  the  same  treatment  and  soil  as  Darwins.  I grow  both  the  singles 
and  doubles  in  liberal  quantities.  They  will  stand  a little  more  forcing  than  the  Darwins,  without 
‘toppling’  over.  ‘Rose  La  Reine,’  ‘Fred  Moore,’  ‘Ibis’  and  ‘Queen  Flora’  are  good  reliable 
singles,  while  in  the  doubles  I like  ‘Couronne  D’Or,’  ‘Salvator  Rose’  and  ‘Murillo.’ 


“I  have  been  far  better  pleased  with  the  American  large  trumpet  Narcissus  than  I had  antici- 
pated. Of  course,  I look  for  great  improvements  in  the  production  of  good  forcing  bulbs,  but 
those  I have  forced  have  been  very  good — particularly  ‘King  Alfred.’  ”

Not 
until  the  bulbs  are  graded  and  counted  can  we  determine  the  avail- 
able quantities  still  to  be  offered.  We  do  know,  however,  that  on 
some  of  the  popular  forcing  kinds  our  remaining  stocks  are  very 
low,  for  forcers  did  very  well  with  the  bulbs  we  shipped  to  them 
last  season  and  have  ordered  larger  quantities  as  a consequence.

LEEDSII,  medium  length  cups  of  white  or  cream  until  white  perianth. 

POETAZ , flowers  in  clusters — sec  photo  on  next  page. 

POETICUS,  pure  white  perianth,  short  cups  with  rim  of  orange  or  scarlet. 

JONQUILS,  small  flowers  in  clusters.  Very  sweet  scented.
